The private Baptiſms I have long 
diſcouraged, and, by Mr. Sher- 
lock's Help, brought ſo many to 
Church, that for ſeveral Years paſt, 
I may venture to ſay, the Number 
of thoſe at Home, in my Time, 
bear no Proportion to what uſed to 
be in that of my Predeceſſor at 
Deptford. Thoſe at Lewiſham, I 
believe, are ſcarce one in three 
Months; nor have been a long 
Time. And of them, the great 
Diſtance from the Church, is ge- 
nerally the Inducement for allow- 
ing it. But I ſhall be highly con- 
tent with your Lordſhip's expreſs 
Prohibition to indulge the Liberty, 
which creates nuch Trouble, and 
turns to little Advantage. And
